Election. 
In discharging this duty it is not 
our purpose to enter into an elaborate argu­ 
ment in defence of that movement, but simply 
to submit to you a brief, frank and candid 
statement oí our principles, our aims and 
objects. ” 
After a half column of denunciation .of 
foreign immigration, the Address declares : 
“ But the views of the American party do 
notstop here. 
They observo tlmt a very largo 
portion of this annual immigration belongs to 
thefClmrch of Rome—professing at least a 
moral allegiance to a foreign and absolute 
power, and organized in a peculiar manner 
for the promotion of Roman Catholic objects 
a t the expense of those very liberties which 
these persons exercise and enjoy. 
The Amer­ 
ican party, therefore, proclaims that it takes 
its stand against the political action of the 
Roman Catholic Church in the United States, 
from a conviction that the tendency of that 
Church is to embody its adherents in a party, 
the objects of which arc at variance with tile 
insitutions and national spirit of the Ameri­ 
can people,” 
Then follows the distinct affirmation of 
their principles, the illst plank of which is in 
these words: 
“ Resistance to tho aggressive policy and 
corrupting tendencies of the Roman Catholic 
Church in our country, by the advancement 
toall political stations— executive, legislative, 
judicial, or diplomatic— of those only who do 
not hold civil allegiance, directly or indirect­ 
ly, to any foreign power, whether civil or ec­ 
clesiastical, and who are Americans by birth, 
education and training—thus fulfilling the
